Illinois' New Septic Tank Law 
Controls Size of Container 


SPRINGFIELD —(Special)—The 


state legislatuie recently passed 
a bill to control the size of septic 
tanks. 
The bill was signed into 


law July 8th by Gov. Stratton. 


Tlfe minimum size tank to be 


used in Illinois is now 500 gallons 
liquid capacity plus the requued 
amount of air space above the 
liquid level. 


An installer using smaller tanks 


may be ariested and fined for not 
abiding by this law.

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What Is 'Incapacitated?' 


If as all the world prays, President Eisenhower con- 


tinues the progress he has made thus far toward recovery, 
he may be able within a week or two to take some part in 
important decision-making. 
This is a matter of critical significance. Many routine 


functions devolve inescapably upon the president, like sign- 
ing his name often hundreds of times a day to bills, docu- 
ments and appointments. A sensible amendment to the U. b. 
constitution might assign some of these duties to the vice 
president or others. But there can be no delegating of the 
president's basic executive responsibility. 


Inevitably, he is the lonesome man at the top of the mil. 


His key subordinates>may help to shape major policies. But 
nearly always final determination of those policies involves 
choices between one course or another. Only the president 
is empowered by the constitution to make these choices. 
Only he, placed above the conflict, is in position to make 
them.

Brave statements were issued by members of Mr. Eisen- 


hower's administration upon word of his illness—to^ the ef- 
fect that the government would carry on "as usual' in the 
emergency. This is true at the lowest levels. At the top- 
most reaches of authority, it is impossible. 


As we have seen, the country is likely to be fortunate 


in this instance. Barring -complications, the president, the 
keystone in the arch of government, has a good chance to be 
back in his decisive place before too long. 
But the nation's present predicament, however brief it 


may turn out to be, serves as a severe object lesson as to the 
constitution's weakness on the issue of presidential illness. 


It simply provides that the president's duties shall fall 


to the vice president if the former is unable to discharge 
them. Unhappily, it fixes no means of settling the question 
of when a chief executive is in fact incapacitated.

Who shall decide? A panel of doctors? But what doc- 


tors, no matter how eminent and impartial, would want the 
-responsibility of shunting a president aside? 


Some constitutional authorities think the president 


cabinet should bear the burden of deciding, if it is apparent 
he cannot act at all. If he is able to voice his own views 
they feel he perhaps should a^k the vice president to step in 
for him.

In any event, the present situation makes it plain that 


the constitution should be altered to fix responsibility for de- 
termining a president's fitness for his duties. Perhaps, too, 
it should set forth some, criteria by which his "inability to 
discharge" his powers might be fairly measured. 


The United States is too complex a country, too vital a 


leader in world affairs, to go long without a clearly empow- 
ered policy-maker at the top.

Traditions grow and may achieve the status of fact 


in many minds. One of the outstanding examples in 
American is Abraham Lincoln, about whom has grown 
an abundant crop of myths and half-truths. 
One of 


these centers directly on Dixon, and we were interested 
to find the subject of Lincoln and Jefferson Davis and 
their relationship during the Black Hawk War rather 
extensively explored in a recent issue of "Lincoln Lore," 
which is published each week by the Lincoln National 
Life Insurance Company. For years its editor. Dr. Louis 
A. Warren, has written the bulletin, contributing much 
to the bibliography of Lincolniana. 


Since the issue deals exclusively with the story of 


Lincoln and Davis in the Rock River Valley, we will print 
the complete article.

Lincoln and Davis in the 


Black Hawk War 


There has been a general acceptance of the fact t.at 


both Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Davis in 1832 saw 
service in the Black Hawk War. Just how closely they 
were associated and what contact one may have had with 
the other is still a matter of conjecture. Their accepted 
place of meeting seems to have been Dixon's Ferry, 
now Dixon, Illinois. George C. Dixon has just published 
a genealogy of John Dixoa who operated the ferry and 
makes this very mild and conservative claim compared 
with some other traditions: 
"Associated with Lincoln 


at Fort Dixon were Col. Zachary Taylor, Lieut. Jeffer- 
son Davis, Lieut. Robert Anderson, Lieut. Albert Sidney 
Johnson and Major John Dement." 


Over against this matter of fact story of these famous 


men having been brought together is a tradition un- 
earthed by Dr. Gilbert Ellis Bailey of the University 
of Southern California and released in the Los Angeles 
Times on February 11, 1923. The caption for the article 
was "When Three Presidents Met at a Dance." The 
setting is the home of a French trader named Pierre 
Bullona who had married an Indian girl and built a 
large double cabin on the Kellogg Trail between Peoria 
and Galena. A party was being held for a. daughter 
of Bullona who' was about to marry a Frenchman. To 
use Dr. Bailees version of the story: 


"HTiile they were dancing a party of Army of- 


licers rode up and asked to stay over night. They 


were Col. /achary Taylor, afterward President; 
Capt. Abraham Lincoln, and Lieut. Jefferson 
Uavio. future Pre*Ulent of the Confederacy, the 
latter fresh from W'e-t 1'olnt: ami several other*. 
<Mferwn Davis was a fine dancer, but he danced 
too often with one of the fair maids. A jealous 
lover drew a knife and threatened Davis who 
drew a pi«tol to protect himself. Lincoln sprang 
between them and held them apart with his Ion* 
arms until Col. Taylor could restore peace." 
The story of a Lincoln and Davis contact in its most 


often used form is found in the book published in 1890, 
"Jefferson Davis, Ex-President of the Confederate States. 
A memoir by his Wife." A fragment from the incident 
related by Rev. W. W. Harsha follows: 
"When the 


Black Hawk War was begun some Illinois militia com- 
panies proffered their services. 
Two lieutenants were 


sent by (Gen.) Scott to Dixon, 111., to muster the new 
soldiers. . . . A tall, gawky, slab-sided, homely young 
man, 
dressed in a suit of blue jeans, presented himself 


to the lieutenants as the captain of the recruits. . . . 
The bashful lieutenant was he who afterward fired the 
first gun from Fort Sumter, Major Andereson. 
The 


other lieutenant, who administered the oath was in after 
years the President of the Confederacy of the United 
States. Jefferson Davis." 


Dr. Harsha, Mrs. Davis' informant, further stated 


that he was in Carter's Book Store in New York and 
repeated this story when an elderly gentleman arose 
and remarked that he was "Chaplain at Fort Snelling 
at the time and was fully able to corroborate each state- 
ment." A bystander in the store had the most valuable 
reminiscence to contribute if it could be relied upon as 
he said that "He had often heard Mr. Lincoln say that 
the first time that he had ever taken the oath of al- 
legiance to the United States it was administered by 
Jefferson Davis." 
Mrs. Davis' sequel to this tradition 


lacks the confirmation we would like very much to 
have. She states. "Mr. Davis remembered swearing in 
some volunteers, but could not substantiate what seems 
a probable story." 


Sirs. Davis' informant about this occurence, 


Rev. W. W. Harsha, was a Presbyterian clergy- 
man in Dixon in 1866. Mr. Frank A. Stevens who 
published In 1903 "The Black Hawk War," repro- 
duce* a letter which Dr. Harsha wrote t« John 
Dixon after visiting with General Anderson In >"ew 
York In which the general confirmed the state- 
ment of "his meeting Davis and Lincoln at your 
house at 'Dixon's Ferry'." 
Another statement made by Stevens in appendix "hum- 


ber one of his book is of special interest for this dis- 
cussion. He states that "from the days of his earliest 
boyhood, he believed that Jefferson Davis was th* 
mustering officer" who first received Abraham Lincoln 
into the United States service at Dixon Ferry. Ste'vens 
mentions' Ben Perley Poore as having heard Lincoln 
make this statement. But in the sketch which Poore 
prepared for Rice's book on "Reminiscences of Lincoln" 
Poore does not make this direct claim. Stevens had 
become convinced however, that the dream of his youth 
had been shattered by his own discovery that Lincoln 
was first mustered in by General Henry Atkinson at 
the mouth of Rock River on May 8, 1832. The writer 
of the letter bearing this evidence. Major Nathaniel 
Buckmaster, mustered Abraham Lincoln and his com- 
pany out of service at Ottawa on May 27.* 


One of the earliest printed notices of the conversation 


carried on between Lincoln and Anderson at the time Uie 
latter visited Washington after the fall of Fort Sumtci 
is found in the "Life of Abraham Lincoln" by Arnold pub- 
lished in 1884. 
The author claims in a footnote 
o 


have been present at the interview. 
Lincoln said to 


Anderson: "Major, do you remember of ever meeting 
me before- 'No,' replied Anderson 'I have no recollec- 
tion of ever having had that pleasure.' 'My memory is 
better than yours,' said Lincoln. 'You mustered me into 
the United States service, as a high private of the Illinois 
volunteers, at Dixon's Ferry, in the Black Hawk War. 


In a manuscript which Anderson prepared 


after Lincoln's death he stated that "he mustered 
him (Lincoln) into the service at the mouth of 
Fox River (Ottawa) .May 29, 1832." 
Anderson 


must have made further use of his military rec- 
ords as he stated in a letter to E. B. Wahhburne 
dated May 10. 1870. "I also mustered Abraham 
Lincoln twice into service and once out." 
Lui- 


corn was a private In May lies' company when 
he was mustered in at Ottawa and he was mus- 
tered out of this company on June 15 at Fort 
Wilborn by Major Anderson. 
Lincoln's third enlistment was in Capt. Early's com- 


pany and occurred on the following day at Fort Wil- 
bourn 
where presumably he was mustered into the 


service again by Major Anderson. These muster nota- 
tions would be in harmony with Anderson's stating 
that he mustered in Lincoln twice and out once during 
the war 
The only muster service not accounted for was 


•the final departure of the troops at White River, Michi- 
gan, now Wisconsin. 


Inasmuch as General Atkinson was at Whitewater 


and was responsible for the dismissal of the independent 
company which was mustered out it is most likely 
that the same General Atkinson who first mustered 
Lincoln into service on May 8, 1832 mustered him out 
on this final release on July 10, 1832. There does not 
seem to have been any opportunity for Jefferson Davis 
to have administered the oath of allegiance to Abraham 
Lincoln during the Black Hawk War. 


*Lincoln for one day, May 27. was a member of 


Capt. Alexander White's company but apparently he was 
not mustered in or out.

The Doctor Says 


'Will to Get Well' Is Very 
Important in 'Stroke' Cases 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


With the increasing number of the muscles are among these meas- 


oldsters «n the population it is not 
Eui-prising- that more and more 
people write to me for information 
c o n c e r n i n g what they call 
'strokes" cr "apoplexy." 
While these are not good medical 


terms it is clear what these read- 
ers mean. They refer to a condition 
in which bleeding has occurred into 
some part of the brain or a clot 
has formed in one of the blood 
vessels supplying the brain. 


Either of these events may pro- 


duce practically the same iymp- 
toms and in both the underlying 
cause is generally a hardening of 
the blood vessels supplying the 
brain which may occur as one 
grows older. 


THE SYMPTOMS which appear 


at th* time "f the stroke depend 
partly on whether bleeding -or a 
clot is responsible, but more im- 
portant is what part of the brain 
is affected and how large an area 
is damaged. 


It is these things which deter- 


mine whether a person suffering a 
stroke will develop any paralysis 
at all. how much paralysis there 
will be. snd whether the nerve 
symptoms will be only'temporary 
or last for a long time. 


Incidentally, it should be added 


thai most strokes are painless, and 
one-sided. Headache is not uncom- 
mon.

Women have a great re- 
sponsibility in helping their hus- 
bands to avoid corn picker acci- 
dents. We need 
to always realize 
t h a t accidents 
don't h a p p e n , 
they are caused.

using a mechanical compicker. So 
why not have the whole farm fam- 
ily become conscious of this five 
point program: 


1. Make sure the picker-operator 


of your family wears close-fitting 
clothes with no ragged sleeves or 
legs that will catch in moving ma- 
chinery. 


2. If the operator is tired, sick 


or just "under the weather," don't Accompanist 
let him pick com. Many accidents sen, Dixon. 
happen when the operator isn't up 
to par. 


3. Help in checking power-take 


off 
shields—they should be in 


This shaft running from the 
rear of the.tractor to the picker 
should be covered with a metal 
shield. If any part of the shaft is 
exposed, find out why it isn't cov- 
ered.

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National Guard Reveals 
Alternatives tolDraft 


Uncertain world conditions de- 


mand that virtually all yoiujjf men 
of draft age in this country must 
at least face the possibility of mili- 
tary service at one time or an 
other. 
• 


According to- th« latest informa- 


tion from the.local National Guard 
unit, a youth'between 17 and 18 
years of age has three alternatives 
in fulfilling'this obligation. 


He can enlist, wait to be drafted, 


or enlist in the reserves or Nation' 
al guard. 
* 


If he-volunteer* 'for the "service 


he must expect to serve at least 
three years plus a subsequent re- 
serve obligation. If he is drafted, 
he must serve a-two-year tour of 
active service with a four-year 
compulsory tour in the reserves or 
National Guard. 


Four Pla«* 


The youth has his choice of four 


plans if he decides to join a branch 
of the reserves or the National 
Guard. Three of these plans are 
limited to the National Guard only. 


Under the National Guard's first 


plan or "Method A," he can enlist 


, and serve at home until he is 28 
years old. He is deferred from in- 
duction and there is no active duty 
required. 


Under "Method'B," he may en 


list for an eight-year period and 
serve at home. He may also .vol- 
unteer, when qualified, to attend 
an army service school with pay 
for three months at any time he 
chooses.' He will-receive $78 a. 
month as a private, $222.30 per 
month as a master sergeant. 
."Method C" or the National 
Guard's third plan, enables a youth 
to enlist for eight years after com- 
pleting ,high school or reaching his 
20th birthday. This plan included 
a six-month tour of active • duty 
during the first year. Privates re- 
ceive $78 to ?85^a month. 


Under the reserve plan the" youth 


must enlist for. eight years and 
must start a six-month tour of ac- 
" tive duty within 120 .days after en- 
. listment. 


If'in high school at time of .en- 


listment, the tour of duty can be 
delayed until graduation or .until 
his 20th birthday. He will receive 
?5C a month during active duty 
training. 


A National Guard member may 


also receive "constructive credit" 
for participating in a college ROTC 
program and reduce hi? reserve 
obligation. He also receives longe- 
vity credit for pay purposes. 
" If the college is in the same state 
in which his parent National Guard 
unit is located, he may attend 
drills Cwith pay)-with the nearest 
local unit.

"We kept waiting for him to blow 


up," said Casey Stengel. Yankee 
manager.

Walter Alston, Podres' manager, 


had little more — if even as much 
— confidence. He kept Don Bes- 
sent and Clem Labine warming 
up in the Dodger bullpen as Podres 
baffled the Yankees with his teas- 
ing change-of-pace. 


'"It was-rny change-up that did 


it," the Brooklyn lefthander said. 
"I kept them off balance, most of 
the day with my 'out' ball." 


Originally a fireballer strictly, 


Podres jumped from Class D base- 
ball — he broke in with Hazard 
in the Mountain States League in 
1951 — to the majors in one leap. 


He -got a trial with the Dodgers 


in spring training in 1952, was the 
sensation of the Vero Beach, Fla., 
camp but was sent to Montreal 
for further seasoning'. A back in- 
jury early in the year handicapped 
him and he finished with a 5-5 
record. 


But Brooklyn brought him back 


in 1953 when he compiled a 9-4 


record and b*at every club in the 
league except Milwaukee which h« 
faced only once — and that in re- 
lief.
